JOURNAL OF THE CONFERENCE 

WEDNESDAY MORNING, DEC. 4. 

The seventy-fifth session of the Florida Annual Conference was 
opened by Bishop W. A. Candler at 9 o’clock, December 4th, 1918, in 
the Bartow Methodist Church, by the use of hymn 222. 

H. E. Partridge led in prayer. 1 Cor. 2, furnished the scripture 
lesson used by Bishop Candler in his remarks. “I Need Thee Every 
Hour” was sung. 

In absence of Dr. Pasco, secretary of last conference, his first 
assistant, J. E. Mickler, called the roll of the preachers, and one hun- 
dred and fourteen preachers and twenty laymen were present.

BOARD OF MISSIONS 

REPORT NO. 1 

In the providence of God our Missionary Centenary comes in the midst 
•of this crucial hour in the world’s history. It calls on American Methodism 
to take stock of the past and face its task for the new century. The General 
Conference has by unanimous vote authorized and provided for a worthy cele- 
bration of this great event, and set for the Church the most gigantic task ever 
yet conceived. At last the Church is called upon to undertake a task worthy of 
lier ability and one that challenges her courage and demands her full strength. 

Extensive preparations have been made. A Church-wide organization has 
been planned, a copy of which is enclosed. Your Conference will be called 
upon to bear its share in this great campaign. The aims set before us are no 
less than those of deepening the spiritual life, the enlistment of a million inter- 
cessors, the arousing of a sense of stewardship, the creation of the habit of pro- 
portionate giving, and the increase of the missionary income for the next five 
years from $2,000,000 a year to $7,000,000 a year, from all sources. The share 
-of the $35,000,000 allotted to your Conference is $734,769.73 to be raised in the 
next five years. Your allotment is figured on the basis of former income, 
membership and assessment, for the causes included in the Centenary, which 
are; Foreign Missions, Home Missions, Conference Missions and Church 
Extension. The $734,769.73 includes the income each year for the above causes, 
and also for Woman’s Work, Home and Foreign. 

We heartily recommend the above for your acceptance and approval. We 
further recommend that Dr. Ira S. Patterson be recommended by you for 
appointment as Conference Missionary Secretary for the ensuing year. 

REPORT NO. 2 

The Board of Missions in regular session assembled make the following 
recommendations for your consideration: 

First. That the following named brethren be presented for appointment by 
the Bishop to Army Y. M. C. A. Work: J. L. Moon, S. F. Stephens, George 
Mason, O. C. Seevers, and W. G. Fletcher. 

Second. That C. H. Summers be recommended for appointment by the 
Bishop as Conference Missionary, under paragraph 291 Book of Discipline. 

Third. That the following resolution, which was adopted by the Board, be 
endorsed by this Conference. 

“ Whereas , The new financial plan prevents specials until the assessments 
are paid in full, and our Conference Mission Specials, amounting to more than 
$2,000.00, have been thereby lost; 

Resolved , Therefore, that we urge the Worker’s Council of each Sunday 
School to apply the Missionary collection in the Sunday School, or a large 
portion thereof, as Conference Mission Special, to make up the amount lost as 
abova stated.”

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BOARD OF EDUCATION 

We observe with gratitude a growing interest on the part of our people 
in the cause of Christian education. This interest is indicated by the fact that 
during the past quadrennium $8,000,000.00 have been added to the assets of 
our institutions of learning. 

During the years immediately before us there will be unprecedented de- 
mands made upon our educational institutions and we must make some ade- 
quate effort to meet them creditably. 

We rejoice in the continued prosperity of our two connectional institutions 
of learning, Southern Methodist University in Dallas Texas, and Emory 
University in Atlanta, Georgia. 

We heartily approve of the law passed by the recent General Conference 
making it obligatory upon our preachers to take their conference course of study 
through the Correspondence School. This Board proposes to make it possible 
for the undergraduates in the Florida Conference to take this course by guaran- 
teeing the payment of the tuition fee, whenever it is necessary, and on recom- 
mendation of Presiding Elder. 

We note with pleasure a considerable increase in the enrollment of stu- 
dents at Southern College. The term began with promise of unusual pros- 
perity. But a storm, a severe epidemic and the demobilization of the Student 
Army Training Corps have been sources of disappointment. The president and 
Faculty and Trustees need the most loyal support of all our preachers and 
laymen in carrying on the burdensome task imposed upon them by these un- 
expected conditions. 

We request the Conference to grant the Chairman of this Board and 
Treasurer permission to borrow two thousand dollars to meet the pressing 
needs of the College with the understanding that the maney shall be repaid 
from the funds coming in on the asscsment of 1919. 

We regret that all of the Districts did not pay their special to the College 
and we urge the Presiding Elders to use all diligence in securing this fund, 
until each district shall have paid in full. 

We request that the second Sunday in March be designated “Educational 
Sunday” in the Sunday School and Church Service. We suggest that a suitable 
program be rendered in the -Sunday School and that a sermon on Christian 
Education be preached and effort made to secure patronage and financial sup- 
port for Southern College. 

We propose the adoption of the following resolution: 

Whereas, The most glorious peace has dawned after the most terrible of 
wars, and the Florida Conference has heard with pleasure, through Rev. C. C. 
Jarrell, D. D., that the North Georgia Conference has by formal action proposed 
that the beginning of the era of peace be marked by the erection of a great 
Peace Building on the Campus of our Emory University at Atlanta, Georgia, 
with Liberty Bonds contributed by the membership of our church in the states 
east of the Mississippi river, and 

Whereas , The erection of such a building would appropriately express 
gratitude to God for the coming of peace and would aid in the preparation of 
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men for the great work of reconstruction which the years of peace will require; 
therefore be it 

Resolved , 1. That the Florida Conference most heartily approves this 

action of the North Georgia Conference, and in this plan we most cordially 
concur. 

2. That we urge our people throughout the Conference to put their Liberty 
Bonds into this beautiful expression of both patriotism and religion. 

The assessment during the year 1918 has been $12,500.00 Of this amount 
$8,194.22 was paid. Specials from the Districts amounted to $6,058.13. For 
the coming year we estimate that the assessment should be $18,000.00. General 
assessment, $5,328.00 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. R. H.. Alderman as president of 
Southern College; Rev. W. A. Cooper, Conference Secretary of Education and 
Rev. H. E. Owen as student in Emory University.

BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION 

The progress made by the Board of Church Extension during the last four 
years was greater than in any previous quadrennium in the history of the 
church. The total income from all sources amounted to $2,335,144.10, being an 
increase over the previous quadrennium of $562,919.24. 

As these figures indicate, this is a splendid record. But the present 
Secretary has set a higher goal and declares that this brilliant record must be 
surpassed during the present quadrennium. To do this it will be necessary 
to enlist the full and united interest of the friends of this cause. As this is 
to be made a part of the great Centenary movement, due emphasis placed upon 
the Church Extension feature of the movement will serve as a spring board to 
land us far out in th direction of this goal. 

Let Church Extension become a mighty incentive rather than a rider, 
so that by its own propulsive power it may impart life and energy to the whole 
movement. 

We are glad to report that, for the first time in the history of our Confer- 
ence Board, we are able to meet every demand made upon this fund for the 
enlargement of the work.

SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD 



Your Board is able to report continued progress in the Sunday School 
Field. In every department there has been decided improvement. In the 
Elementary Department we report more adequate rooms and equipment in a 
number of places, in the Wesley Bible Class Department 84 new charters, in 
the Teacher Training Department 114 stduents enrolled in 9 classes. In the 
observance of Children’s Day the reports are very creditable, indeed. 

Two new features introduced this year were Go-To-Sunday-School-Day in 
February, and Schools of Methods for Sunday School Workers. The former 
will be discontinued, the latter should be held next year; and, we ask our 
Workers to avail themselves of this opportunity to prepare for better service. 

The achievements of the past year, as well as the three previous years, 
have largely been accomplished under the direction and through the efforts of 
our retiring Field Secretary, Rev. A. H. Cole. He has been earnest, faithful, 
and devoted to the great cause, instant in season and out of season. 

Your Board is convinced that the Filed Secretaryship should be continued; 
and ask your endorsement to the employment of Dr. J. H. Therrell for this 
work. He comes to us well equipped in every way, with several years’ experi- 
ence in the Field. 

Through the generosity of a Christian layman, we are able to secure the 
services of a Conference Elementary Superintendent — Miss Anna M. Hansen, 
of Winter Haven, Fla. This gracious offer gives us her services without ad- 
ditional expense to your new Board. 

We recommend: 

1. Conformity to the Standards for Conference, District and School orga- 
nization, adpoted by the General Sunday School Board. 

2. The thorough organization of all schools on the Departmental plan. 

3. The organization of Teacher Training Classes. 

4. Hearty co-operation with our Field Workers in their efforts to advance 
the Sunday School work in our Conference.

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EP WORTH LEAGUE BOARD 

Recognizing the leadership of the ministry and the high regard in which 
the youth of the Church hold it, it is desirable that the closest possible rela- 
tion and understanding be kept between the League and the Ministry; youth 
should not supplant age and the elder leadership should recognize the aspi- 
rations and daring faith of youth. It was the youth of America that won at 
Chateau Thiery but under elder leadership. 

The new Board purposes to enter heartily into its work. iWth the new way 
of Assessments the financial plan of the League is changed; the expense of the 
Central Office will be met as one of the regular assessments and the same 
policy calls for a Conference assessment likewise to meet the Conference 
expenses. The details of which have been agreed upon by the Commission on 
Finance. 

From December 1st to 22nd there is a Christmas Drive to increase 
membership. Its immediate goal is to secure two new members for every one 
made vacant by war and the related conditions. Too much attention cannot 
be given this campaign. 

To develop our leaguers and create genuine interest a series of Institutes 
for each District has been arranged for the month of February. Plans and 
program have been worked out in detail and Rev. Ralph E. Nollner, Assistant 
Secretary will be present at each Institute. 

Specialized training is every line is a recognized necessity. The Epworth 
League Summer Assembly at Junaluska provides a school of special training. 
We recommend that the Board send its President and that each pastor endeavor 
to get one or more representatives from each charge. 

The next State Summer Conference will be at Southern College May 26-29. 
The idea of self-entertainment and the advantages of entertainment under one 
roof are recognized as an obvious necessity. We recommend that this be 
considered a permanent feature in this Conference and that we advise the 
League Conference to extend its plan to an Assembly of five or more days. 

The Anniversary Day on the Second Sunday in May is an opportunity of 
winning closer co-operation and a spirit of confidence between leaguers and the 
Church. Every pastor is urged to observe League Day though it should happen 
that he did not have an organized chapter. Your attention is called to the 
special offering on this day which is divided between the Central Office and 
the Conference League Board. 

Leaguers are taking the advanced assessment called for by the Centenary 
Program for work in Africa besides sustaining the work already begun. In 
addition they are assuming $100,000 for Paine College at Augusta, Ga. Five 
Hundred (500) men and women are asked for as the man-power of the 
Centenary program. These will be recruited through the Epworth League. The 
greatness of this program will inspire the youth of the Church as nothing else. 
The task and opportunity of developing this man-power is ours.

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BIBLE BOARD 

Your committee is glad to report that this year has been the most active 
and resultant of all the years in the history of the several Bible Societies of the 
Christian Churches. To the soldiers in the camps and on the war 
fronts they have circulated many more Bibles than ever before during a similar 
period, placing many millions of Bibles, New Testaments, or portions of the 
Scriptures in the hands of the people. During the last year the Bible or 
portions thereof were published in about six hundred languages or dialects. 

The American Bible Society reaches almost every part of the world, employ- 
ing about three thousand colporteurs, having printing houses in nine great 
world centers. For this great work it is largely dependent upon the con- 
tributions of the people. 

Though not a Methodist institution, it is nevertheless ours, for from it 
we receive our due proportion of aid. 

We regret the necessity of reporting a great apathy among us on this 
subject, as is indicated by the fact that last year we had eighty-four charges 
which did not do aught for the cause, while the other ninety-four charges 
paid $424.00. Though small it was, we are glad to note that it was considerably 
in advance of the previous year. While the collections this current year have 
been still more encouraging, and we are glad to report the amount of $676.00.

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TEMPERANCE AND SOCIAL SERVICE 

Brethren: — We are glad to report rapid progress in prohibition, both 
in the Nation and in the State. In the report one year ago there were but 
27 dry states, now there are 32; in Florida one year ago there were but 4& 
dry counties, but on November 5th the State voted dry by a majority of 8,242, 
and on November 27th the Legislature of Florida ratified the National Prohi- 
bition Amendment, being the 15th State to swing into line for National 
Prohibition. 

We desire, therefore, on account of the great work accomplished to com- 
mend our two great temperance societies, the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, and the Anti-Saloon League of Florida, for the successful issue and the 
great victory over the liquor forces. Now, 

Whereas, The advantages to accrue from our new prohibition laws de- 
pend upon the proper enforcement of these laws, and 

Whereas, It it reported that large quantities of liquors are being smug- 
gled into our State from Nassau and from Cuba, and 

Whereas, On account of our long extended coastline it will be a com- 
paratively easy matter for boats to bring liquors to the three mile limit, and 
from there to be smuggled into different parts of our State, 

Therefore, We hereby call upon the Anti-Saloon League of Florida to set 
in motion, by any and all means at its disposal, plans for such strict law 
enforcement and other necessary measures as may be needed to prevent the 
entrance of illicit liquors from other states, and from Nassau and Cuba, and 
from any other source whatever, into the State of Florida. 

Also, the committee recommends the reappointment of C. W. Crooke as 
Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon League of Florida.

LAY ACTIVITIES 

We are in the beginning of a new era in the life of the world. This is also 
a new era in the life of the Church. Great opportunities are open to the forces 
of Christianity that were never open before. The call on the laymen of the 
Florida Conference to inagurate a campaign for the enlistment of all the lay 
forces of the Church in the great Centenary drive to raise our part, 135,000,000, 
in the next five years as the contribution of Southern Methodism to the extension 
of the cause of Christianity over the world. 

We recommend that one afternoon and evening period at each subsequent 
session of the Conference shall be devoted to the laymen’s work, and that the 
most capable laymen of the Conference shall be invited to discuss in these 
sessions the great opportunities and duties of the laymen of the Church and 
that the same shall be known as “Laymen’s Day” in the program of the Con- 
ference. 
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We recommend and urge that the laymen of the Churches of the Conference 
shall assume the work of raising all the claims assessed by the Conference and 
that the entire financial assessment, including these assessments along with the 
assessments for pastors’ salaries, shall be in one budget. 

We take it to be a self-evident truth that the business of the Church 
should be conducted by the business men of the Church, and that our pastors 
should be reserved and consecrated for the peculiarly pastoral duties that 
rightly go with their office and character. We deplore the lay idleness and 
irresponsibility which tends to make mere financial agents of our preachers.

BOARD OF TRUSTEES SOUTHERN COLLEGE 

The Board of Trustees of Southern College submit the following report: 

With the exception of damages sustained by the storm, which have been 
partially repaired, the College plant is in fair condition. According to official 
report the property value is $157,000.00. 

The enrollment this year is 272. The student body is a fine one, and the 
general health of the same has been excellent. The epidemic of influenza, 
however, was quite severe. 

The revival last spring resulted most graciously. Every student except one 
absentee was able to speak as a conscious child of God. 

Financial 

The question of finances is still a difficult one to handle; but a sustained 
sympathetic interest, and loyal support on the part of our church people will 
ultimately bring relief, and put the institution upon a smoother sea. At the 
present time a particular part of the burden could be removed if the balance 
of the College Special could be raised on those districts that fell short of 
their apportionment. We would ask and kindly insist that definite action be 
taken looking to an immediate collection of this balance. 

Realizing the great need of ample endowment the Board hereby requests 
to place an assessment upon the Church of $18,000. 

In view of our continued needs the Board of Education has been asked 
this Conference to appoint an Endowment Commission and for the same, we 
recommend the names of Rev. J. B. Mitchell, Rev. J. P. Hilbum, L. W. Duval, 
L. N. Pipkin, and J. Edgar Wall. 

The following are nominated to fill vacancies of the Board of Trustees: Rev. 
W. F. Dunkle in place of Rev. W. G. Fletcher; Rev. S. A. Wilson, in place of 
Rev. S. W. Lawler; of E. T. Roux, Jr., in place of J. M. Harvey; G. W.

Educational . The education of children both intellectual and moral has 
been carefully looked after. All children above six years of age attend public 
• school. Twelve of the older girls are receiving lessons on piano from Miss 
Geneva Cason, a graduate of the School of Music of Stetson University. 

Religious. The .moral culture and training of the children is a matter of 
concern, and effort is put forth to train them in habits of honor, honesty, 
kindliness and truthfulness, with emphasis on Christian service. 

Health. The health of the children has been exceptionally good. Mercifully 
we escaped the Spanish Influenza. 

The Needs. The needs of the home are great and the outlook for the 
future usefulness of the orphanage demands of us an adequate and sustained 
support. We ask that the people be kept interested by means of gifts and by 
a fair presentation of the Orphanage cause each Fifth Sunday, in Sunday 
School and Church. 

The Board does not increase the assessment but places it at the same 
figure as hitherto, $7,000.00. 

Mrs. Hattie G. Brooks has been re-elected superintendent on the same 
terms as past year, and Miss Geneva Cason as matron.

TRUSTEES OF FLORIDA CHRISTIAN ADVOCATE 

Our Advocate has shared fully in the difficulties that have beset nearly all 
publications dumig the past year, with mounting costs and lagging income. 
Yet, we are hopeful that, through the extraordinary economies practised, we 
will be able to close the year without debt. With the return of normal con- 
ditions in our country, it is believed that it will be possible to do better with 
the paper than heretofore. 

We desire to again express our appreciation of the co-operation given by 
the Florida Methodist Publishing Company, whose generous dealing has 
greatly aided the paper in passing through this difficult year; and we commend 
this organization to the good will and patronage of our preachers and people. 

We recommend the reappointment of Rev. J. Edgar Wilson as editor and 
publishing agent. 

We recommend that the Advocate assessment for next year be $2,000.00 
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We recommend that March be again designated as Advocate month, and 
that during that month special effort be put forth by all our pastors to put 
the paper into the homes of all our people. 

In view of steadily advancing costs, we deem it necessary to slightly reduce 
the size of the paper, effective January first. It is hoped by this means, if 
there be no objections from the Government, that the club rates made experi- 
mentally last year may be renewed and continued. 

The members of this Board were elected four years ago, for a period of 
four years This period having expired, we recommend the election of nine 
Trustees, three for two years, three for three years, and three for four years; 
and that upon expiration of these terms, successors be elected for terms of 
four years, upon nomination of this Board and confirmation by the Conference; 
this Board to have full charge of the publication of the paper, and full authority 
to do whatever is necessary to this end, as heretofore prescribed. 

We nominate the following for election as Trustees of the Florida Christian 
Advocate : 

1. For a term of two years, W. M. Poage, J. E. Mickler, L. N. Pipkin. 

2. For three years, L. D. Lowe, J. D. Major, W. F. Johnson. 

3. For four years, E. C. Calhoun, F. D. Jackson, D. W. Hall. 

Inasmuch as the small endowment fund which the paper now possesses 

has proved of very great value to the paper, we recommend that this fund be 
built up, by voluntary contributions, to as large an amount as can be con- 
veniently raised. 

It is urgently necessary that the circulation of the Advocate should be 
built up until it reaches practically all of our Methodist homes; and we 
respectfully urge that no effort be spared to accomplish this end.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MEMOIRS 

It is with gratitude to God that we report that none of our preachers have 
died during the year. Reverently and tenderly we present sketches of two of 
the wives of our preachers, Mrs. E. H. Giles and Mrs. J. M. Gross.

Mrs. Nellie B. Giles 

Mrs. Nellie B. Giles, the subject of this Memoir was bom March the 26th, 
j 1847, in Holly Springs, Miss., and went to her heavenly home from Orlando, 

Florida, December 26th, 1917. She was the daughter of Rev. John P. Wells, 
a useful local preacher of our Church. Brother Wells, after moving from 
Mississippi, settled his family in Hillsborough County, Florida, near the old 
Pleasant Grove Camp Ground, where Sister Giles as Miss Nellie Wells, spent 
the delightful years of her girlhood. Here she met Rev. E. H. Giles of precious 
memory, to whom she was happily married, September 9th, 1873, in Tampa, 
Florida, while Brother Giles was Presiding Elder of the Tampa District. She 
was twice bom — born of the Spirit and of devout Christian parents. She 
received from her parents a noble, Christian heritage and when a little girl she 
honored them and her Saviour by giving herself to our Lord and His service. 
When she became the wife of a Methodist preacher she gave herself to the 
onerous and self-sacrificing services of helping her husband in his ministry. 
Those early days in Florida tried the souls of preachers and their wives, but 
Sister Giles bore the hardships patiently and made his home life ideal and as 
his wife and the mother of his children she was worthy of all praise. When 
financial embarrassment came upon her husband and threatened to drive him 
from his “loved employ,” to prevent it, she offered to sell the property that had 
been left her by her father. She made no small contribution of love and 
sacrifice and service to the unusually successful ministry of her husband. 
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The Lord blessed their home with three little girls, whom she carefully trained 
for a high type of Christian womanhood, who rise up and “call her blessed.” 
Her useful life ended suddenly, but the coming of the bridegroom brought only 
peace and gladness. The midnight cry, Christmas Night, behold the bride- 
groom cometh was succeeded by the dawn of an everlasting day. How joyful 
the home-coming must have been. More friends and loved ones over there 
than here to greet her, and above all the joy of hearing the Bridegroom’s 
voice. She lived the allotted time of three score years and ten and left to her 
two daughters, Mrs. John T. Fuller, of Orlando, and Mrs. Carter, of Arcadia, 
Florida, and their children, the inspiration of a beautiful life. May they follow 
as she followed her Saviour.

Mrs. Martha V. Gross 

On the morning of March the sixth, in the City of Miami, Florida, in the 
parsonage of Trinity Methodist Church, of which her husband is pastor, Mrs. 
Martha V. Gross, the wife of Rev. James M. Gross, D. D., went away to 
heaven. 

Sister Gross had been in failing health for many months, but her departure 
was not expected at such an early date. Her body lies near the shore of 
Biscayne Bay, whose blue green waves she loved so much. Her death was 
nothing short of a triumphal entry into the Holy City. Feeling the end near, 
she called her daughter and husband to the bedside and calmly discussed such 
matters as she wished to have arranged. When she had prayed with them, 
then she kissed her daughter and placed her arms about her neck and bade 
her good-bye. To her husband, with his arms about his neck she said: “I am 
going to 1 ave it all to you. You will be brave I know. You have always tried 
so hard to do good. Going to heaven is not like going to a strange place. I 
have so many loved ones and friends there. After lying for awhile she looked 
a final farewell, drew a long breath and was gone. 

Sister Gross was a rare sweet Christian, a devoted and helpful wife and 
step-mother to her husband’s three daughters, whom she reared from child- 
hood to sweet and useful womanhood, and best of all, she was a wonderfully 
capable servant in the Church. For many years she was the Corresponding 
Secretary of the Woman’s Home Mission Society for Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory. She loved the work and gave herself unrestrictedly to it. Much 
of the comfort now enjoyed by our pastors in the two conferences of Okla- 
homa is the direct fruit of her years of toil in parsonage building in the old 
days when the Woman’s Parsonage and Home Mission Society was the “first 
aid” department of our Church. 

While her husband was elected president of Hargrove College she became 
the college matron, mother of all the girls, and manager of the boarding 
department. In this place she literally wore herself out in devoted toil. She 
was a robust woman when she entered the college; she was a womout and 
wrecked woman when her failing health compelled Doctor Gross to retire 
from the college presidency. And, she never became strong again. She gave 
the Lord and the Church all she had, and she never regretted it or complained 
about it. 
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The maiden name of Sister Gross was Blankeny, daughter of B. B. and 
Mary E. Blankeny, of Des Arc, Arkansas. She graduated from the Arkansas 
Female College, and became a teacher. She became the wife of Rev. J. M. 
Gross, at that time Presiding Elder of Oklahoma City District, at Shawnee, 
Oklahoma, Territory, September 15th, 1898. No children blessed her union, 
but she utterly devoted herself to the three small and motherless children of 
her husband. No mother was ever a truer mother than she was to the little 
girls of her husband. She lived for them, and her Lord. And the girls grew 
to winsome womanhood, loving her devotedly. 

And now the brave, unselfish, devoted, patient spirit is gone. Her friends 
rejoice in her friendship. Her husband rejoices too, even while stricken and 
orphaned. There will always be a vacant place here. But the days are kind, 
they go quickly, soon we shall be with her in the heavenly home.
